Washington, Dec. 13th. 

The Secretary of the Interior, in his 
report, renews his recommendation for 
the imposition of a moderate tax upon 
miners and the products of all mines, to 
be collected through the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. | 

In the Senate yesterday, Davis, accord- 
ing to a previous notice, introduced a 
semgs of resolutions for the restoration 
ce, union, ete., and resolutions to 
propose a convention of all the States. 
as an agency by which these ends might 
be attained. They then propose to re- 
fer to the consideration of-such conven- 
tion, as a basis for the settlement of all 
difficulties among the States, numerous 
amendments to the Constitution, ar- 
ranged in eleven Separate paragraphs. 
The first paragraph proposes to form the 
States of Maine,/New Hampshire and 
Vermont, into one State. Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and Connecticat into one. 
Maryland. Delaware, and the eastern 
shore of Virginia into one. The second 
provides that the President and Vice 
President be chosen alternately from the 
tree and slave States, both never at the 
same time either from the free or slave 
States, for the term of four years, and 
any person-who may have filled the of- 
fice of President, shall be forever ineligi- 
ble to it. The third provides that al) 
States, in the month of January. next, 
und before the expiration of the Presi- 
dentiul term, shall present candidates 
: for the Presidency and Vice Presidency, 
from free States for ove office and slave 
States for the other, as they may be re- 
spectively entitled to one or the other 
office, and shall certify severally to two 
Houses of Congress and the Supreme 
Court. the names of persons so cRosen and 
for which office they have been chosen, 
and on the first Monday in February fol- 
lawing. the Supreme Court, in the pres- 
ence of both Houses of Congress, shal! 
elect from persons whose names lave 
been certified for the Presidency. a Pres- 
ident, and then a Vice President from the 
names which have been certified for that 
office. The Justices of the Supreme 
Court to be imetigible to any other of- 
fice. The fourth provides that the Pres- 
ident shall have power to remove from 
office the heads of State, Treasury, Navy, 
War and Interior Departwets, Attorney 
General, all diplomatic officers and Sec- 
retaries of Legation; all other civil 
officers, except those who hold office 
during good behavior and whom he is 
required to nominate to the Senate, he 
may suspend from their offices. The fitth 
asseris the absolute right to the writ of 
habeas corpi's ia all places and under all 
circumstances ; to trial by jury accord- 
ing to mode prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion ; freedom of religious opinion and 
‘worship; freedom of the press and ol 
speech ; exemption from arbitrary ar- 
rest, and the right to hold and bear wit- 
ness in their own defence. The sixth 
provides that each Staté shall bave tbe 
exclusive right of pewer te establish 
within its own borders in what subjects 
there shall be property, and aii its local 
and dowestic institutions, and to make 
all laws and regulations concerning 
them. The seventh provides that pri- 
vate property shall not be taken for pub- 
lic use. except to subserve some consti- 
tutional operation of Governmet, nor 
until it shall have been received or se- 
cured from Government according tu 
law, for full and fair compensation.

bridge across the Nottaway, and contin- 
ued on to Garrett's station, bivowacking 
there on Thursday night. On the after- 
noon of Friday the advance reached a 
point near Hicks’ Ford. The enemy 
were found in some force, having a bat: 
tery in position with strong works 
on both sideS of the Lebeninn 
river. An attack was found impractica- 
ble on account of the strength of the 
works and the difficulty to approach 
them ; particularly with artillery, and it 
was determined to carry the works this 
side and destroy the depet: which was 
successtully done. It now got dark and 


ing, the troops camped in the vicinity 
for the night. In the morning they 
started on their return.
